Robert K. “B.J.” Jones 


Through his exemplary work in the Oberlin Police Department, Robert. K. Jones 
has made the City of Oberlin a safer place for children and the elderly, and has 
worked diligently to form bridges of communication and cooperation between the 
police force and the citizens it serves. 

Jones joined the Oberlin Police Department in 1967 as a patrol officer, was 
promoted to the rank of sergeant in 1976, and became chief of police in 1980. He 
designed and implemented Oberlin’s first Safety City Program to teach home and 
traffic safety to preschoolers. Jones went on to develop and supervise Oberlin’s 
first Checkmate Program, allowing regular and auxiliary police officers to make 

weekly checks on the health and safety of senior citizens who are shut-ins or who 
~ live alone. Jones initiated the city’s first community-oriented policing program, 
bringing together citizens and officers to work jointly to solve neighborhood 
problems. 

A former President of the Cleveland Metropolitan Chapter of the National 
Organization of Black Law Enforcement Executive Officers, Jones has also held

enforcement organizations. He also served on the Multicultural Advisory 
Committee appointed by Ohio’s Attorney General to design training in cultural 
sensitivity for law enforcement officers throughout the state. 

President of the African American Community Fund Advisory Board and 
Oberlin Dollars for Scholars, a chapter of the National Scholarship Foundation, 
Jones is also a board member of the Community Foundation of Greater Lorain 
County and the Leadership Lorain County Program. He serves on the Lorain 
County 20/20 Steering Committee and chairs the Inclusive Practice Committee of 
the National Council on Foundations and the Policy Committee of the Lorain 
County Joint Vocational School Occupational Work Experience Program. 

Jones holds an A.A. degree from Lorain County Community College and is a 
graduate of the F.B.I. National Academy and the Southern Police Institute for 
Police Management.

ALLAN SPEAR, DOCTOR OF LAWS 

Minnesota State Senator Allan Spear, A.B. °58, was first elected to the 
Minnesota State Senate in 1972, and has been re-elected seven times 
‘since, most recently in 1996. He has served as president of the 
Minnesota senate since 1993. Spear also holds an appointment as 
Associate Professor of History at the University of Minnesota and is 
the author of Black Chicago: The Making of a Negro Ghetto (University 
of Chicago Press, 1967). 

~ Chair of the Senate’s Crime Prevention Committee and member of 
the Judiciary, Human Resources, Finance, Commerce, and Rules and 
Administration committees, Spear holds criminal law, law reform, 
human rights, and human services among his special legislative 
concerns. He is the first and longest-serving openly gay male legislator 
in the nation and a founding member of the International Network of 
Lesbian and Gay Officials. 

As a senator, Spear has worked to pass legislation protecting the 
interests of the poor, the abused, and the neglected. He counts among 
his major accomplishments a sliding-fee child-care program providing 
subsidies for low-income families, several battered-women programs, 


PHILIP C. HANAWALT, DOCTOR OF SCIENCE 

Molecular biologist and biophysicist Philip Hanawalt, A.B. ’54, is an 
internationally known leader in the field of DNA repair. A Professor of 
Biology and of Dermatology at Stanford University, Hanawalt began 
his DNA research while a graduate student at Yale University, where he 
_ earned his Ph.D. in 1959. At Yale, he initiated studies that provided the 
first quantitative assessment of the inhibitory effects of ultraviolet light 
on DNA synthesis, and the first suggestion of recovery mechanisms 
_ that could restore that synthesis. In 1963, he co-discovered DNA 
excision repair, establishing himself as an expert in that field. 
_ Subsequent work done in Hanawalt’s laboratory has had profound 
implications for the fields of mutagenesis, environmental 
carcinogenesis, and risk assessment. 

_ Hanawalt serves on many professional boards and committees, 
including the Advisory Board of the Office of Environmental Health 
‘Hazard Assessment of the California Environmental Protection Agency, 
the Scientific Advisory Board of the Fogarty International Center for 
the NIH, the Board on Radiation Effects Research of the NAS/NRC 
Commission of Life Sciences, and chairmanship of the Toxicology

Canadian soprano Edith Wiens, B. Mus. ’75, Professor of Voice at the 
Robert-Schumann-Hochschule in Diisseldorf,Germany, has mastered a 
vast musical repertoire from the baroque to the contemporary.

Also among his legislative achievements are the Vulnerable Adults 
Act, requiring the reporting and investigation of physical or 
psychological abuse, neglect, or financial exploitation of disabled or 
incapacitated people; the Civil Commitment Reform Law; and the 
Guardianship and Conservatorship Reform Act, which safeguards the 
elderly, mentally retarded, and mentally ill from abuse and exploitation. 
In addition, Spear has played a dominant role in hate-crimes legislation 
and was instrumental in the adoption of the Gay/Lesbian/Bisexual/ 
Transgender Rights Act. He is the chief author of most of the omnibus 
crime bills passed in Minnesota since 1989, which include provisions 
for increasing the penalties for violent offenders; recognizing early 
intervention and prevention as a means of lowering crime, resulting in 
increased funding and expansion of programming for at-risk children 
and families; and developing a balanced approach to the criminal justice 
system, making Minnesota a model for other states.

In addition, he has 
been named a fellow of the American Association for the Advancement 
of Science (1981) and of the American Academy of Microbiology 
(1993), and was named a member of the National Academy of Sciences, 
USA (1989).
